Confer with President Regarding 
Military Legislation. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—Senator Proc- 
tor of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, and Adjutant Géneral Corbin held 
a conference with the President yesterday 
relative to the legislation to be asked of 
Congress in connection with the proposed 
increase of the regular army. 

Under the existing law,” said Senator 
Proctor, at the conclusion of the confer- 
‘ence, the present strength of the army 
65,000. regulars and 35,000 volunteers—will 
be reduced on the first day of next July to 
27,000 regulars. This is an absurdly small 
number, and Congress will be asked by the 
President to reorganize the army upon a 
larger basis. It will be impossible to keep 
any troops in the Philippines unless the 
army is increased, to say nothing of the gar- 
‘risons for the forts of this country.

M’KINLEY TO GET BIG TURKEY. 


Rhode Island Man Scouring State for 
Bird for President’s Thanks- 
giving Day Dinner. 


Providence, R. I., Nov. 11.—[Special.]—For 
à number of years the table of the President 
of the United States has been annually graced 

Thanksgiving day by a big Rhode Island 
turkey. Somewhere in the southern part of 
this commonwealth there is today a hand- 
sume specimen of this famous breed of bird 
strutting about the farmyard in the pride of 
its thirty-five pounds which a few days before 
the national holiday will be decapitated, 
carefully dressed, and dispatched to the 
White House for President McKinley's 
dinner. 

The late Senator Anthony of this State sent 
‘the first Rhode Island turkey to a President, 
and after his death the late Senator Nathan 
F. Nixon continued the custom. Since Sen- 
‘ator Dtxon's death Horace Vose has annually 
sent to the White House at Thanksgiving 
the handsomest bird of the species he could 
find within the borders of the State. The 
biggest one ever presented to a President wus 
given to President Grant. It tipped the 
scales at thirty-eight pounds. ?

‘Youths Charged with Wise Murder at 
Anoka, Minn., Declared Not 


Guilty by Jury. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 11.—Jam

the Wise family, were today found not gullty. 
| Mrs. Wise and a young son were killed on 
the night of May 27 by shots fired through 


Willlam 
Wise, her husband, and an older boy were 
badly wounded and have not yet recovered. 

Eliza Wise, aged 15, made a confession, al- 
leging that Miller and Hardy, who wanted 
to marry her and her sister, had planned to 
get rid of the old folks in order that the girls 
might inherit the farm and a small sum of 
money. 

The Wise sisters testified to the alleged 
conspiracy, and the State presented in cor- 
roboration of their. evidence the testimony 
of Aille Preston, who alleged Hardy had 
proposed to him to join in the crime. The 
defense rested its case upon an alibi, and de- 
clared detectives worked up the case to get 
the large reward offered by the State.

LINCOLN PARK’s ANNUAL DIs- 


PLAY ATTRACTS THOUSANDS. 


—Formal Inauguration of Exhibi- 
tien Oteurs Tonight — Over 7,000 
Chrysanthemums, Including Twen- 
ty-five New Varieties, om the Stands 
~Greenhouses to Invite Visitors for 
Three Weeks. | 


Chicago’s second flower show of the year 
opened yesterday afternoon in the Lincoln 
Park conservatories. There were chry- 
ganthemums of deep hue and of delicate 
tint, and theré were other flowers, but the 
elaborate display of the national flower of 
the Mikado’s realm overshadowed all the 
others. It was the opening of the annual 


exhibition of the flowers of Lincoln Park. 


and thousands of people viewed the display 
during the day. The show will continue for 
three weeks, being open from 8 a. m. until 
10 p. m. daily. | 

While the formal opening will take place 
tonight, the exhibition yesterday surpasses in 
every way the shows of previous years. 
There are more flowers and better flowers 
than before, and the chrysanthemums are 
in perfect condition, strong and full of 
blooms. There are twenty-five new varieties 
in the display, all of which were grown in 
the park conservatories.

Show 7,000 Chrysanthemums. 
Today, when the doors are opened, there 
will be over 7,000 chrysanthemums on the 
stands. Nearly 150 varieties of the large 
double Japanese and American chrysanthe- 
mums will be shown. These are the varieties 
grown in the largest numbers, and the kind 


which have become popular favorites. They 


form a pyramid in the center of the room, 


and, while apparently arranged carelessly, 
the result is a perfect harmonizing of the 


many brilliant colors. Around the sides 


of the room and separated by the aisles from 
the pyramid in the center are placed the 


more primitive and old-fashioned varieties 


of the chrysanthemum, 


Illumination to Be Attractive. | 
The evening illumination of the green- 


houses is expected to produce a dazzling ef- 
fect. The electric light globes have been 
covered with colored tissue paper cut and 
folded to resemble the leaves of a flower. 
The subdued lights,, 
from among the flowers, will produce an 
effect which will attract many visitors. In 
comparison with the flower show which 
closed at the Auditorium on Saturday, the 
Lincoln Park exhibition will have a greater 
number of plants, but not as many of the

FEW SOLDIERS DIE OF WOUNDS. 


Army Investigation Shows Percentage 
of Deaths in Spanish War 
Was Small. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special.}]— 
Army surgeons are in possession of a good 
information respecting gunshot 
wounde during the war with Spain and dur- 
ing operations in the Philippines. Some in- 
teresting conclusions are drawn from the 
statistics. 

It is found the percentage of fatality was 
lower during the Spanish-American war than 
during the civil war. The smaller frontage 
of the jacketed Mauser bullet causes it to 


inflict flesh wounds of a corresponding di- 


ameter. Wounds of entrance and exit and 
the narrow target of the missile favor rapid 
healing. Infection was but seldom noticed, 
and when present it was almost invariably 
about the wound ofexit. Of the 1,400 wound- 
ed recorded in the Surgeon General's office, 
none’ died of external hemorrhage, nor was 
it necessary to ligate a vessel for alarming 
hemorrhage on the field. ms — 

In gunshot wounds of the principal joints, 
clean cut perforations, without fracture, 
were the rule. Of thirty-one cases of gun- 
shot injyries to the head, many ended fatally. 
A remarkable case of lodged ball is that of 
a private, in which the Mauser bullet en- 
tered above the left eye and remained lodged 
fifteen months after the injury, with no 
symptoms of paralysis. Penetrating wounds 


of the abdomen were fatal in a large per- 


centage of cases. 


BIG MINE SESSION ON TODAY. 


Affairs in Anthracite Field Will Be 
Given Attention at the National 
ABoard's Meeting. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 11.—The meeting 
of the National Executive Board of the 


United Mine Workers of America, which is 


to be held here tomorrow, is the last to be 
held by the board before the national! conven- 


tion in January. Matters of importance will 


be considered and the policy to be adopted at 
the convention will be outlined. 

Foremost among these matters is the con- 
dition in the anthracite field. While the 


miners were victorious in the great strike 


which has just been settled, this was simply 


a preliminary skirmish, and much work re- 


mains to be done, itis announced. The pri- 


mary consideration is to get the operators in 


the anthracite districts to meet the represen- 
tatives of the United Mine Workers in annual 


scale conference. 


The second question of importance to be 


taken up is the admission of West Virginia 
and Iowa to the competitive field. Both 
States have been clamoring for admission 


for a year, and some friction was apparent 


at the last convention because lowa was not 
admitted.

NOT WISE TO LAND TROOPS. 


That the United States is not responsible 
for damage to property inflicted by rebels at 
lloilo, Island of Panay, is the contention of 
W. F. Norris, government counsel, who 
sets forth the legal aspects of the case in the 
Albany Law Journal. The main point on 


which certain damage. are based is 
that the, burning. af p rty by the rebels 
could have been averted General, Miller 


landed troops in Lloilo at an earlier mo- 
ment. This, contends Mr. Norris, was pure- 
ly a matter of discretion. 
Should a nation be responsible for the 
property lost through the mistakes of its 
Generals,” the counsel declares, there 
would be no limit to its responsibility.” 

Mr. Norris writes to explain that all 
are being painstakingly investigated by the 
government, and cites in particular the case 
of Unchausti & Co., Hollo merchants, on 
which to base his argument. The claim of 
this firm is for $104,329. 

Analyzes the Claim. 

After explaining the claim of the mer- 
chant firm Mr. Norris proceeds: 
The reason given for the accountability of the

ATTACKS ARMY TRIAL SYSTEM. 


Captain Carter’s Lawyer Scores Military 
Justice in Attempt to Secure | 
Client’s Release, 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special.}— 
Frank P. Blair, the attorney employed by 
O. M. Carter, the former engineer officer of 
the army who is imprisoped at the Leaven- 
worth penitentiary for misuse of public 
funds, has made a spirited attack on the 
system of military justice. In a brief, which 
he has filed in connection with the attempt 
to secure Carter’s release, he says: 

Less than three years ago there were 
subject to trial by courts-martial only 25,000 
soldiers, all serving within the borders of our 
forty-five States and four Territories, Now 
the summary jurisdiction of these tribunals 
embraces some 10,000,000 people, for the moat 
part civilians of an alien and partly sub- 
jected race. 

“If we are to believe the official reports of 
the commanders in the Philippine Islands 
as published in the newspapers, men are 
being executed for offenses scarcely or not 
at all known to the civil law, without trial 
by jury, on the verdict of from five to 
thirteen men, untrained in the law, unskilled 
in weighing evidence, and on the mere ap- 
proval of a soldier in command of a military 
district. 

“It is precisely the same system unim- 
proved in a century and a half in this coun- 
try, long since abandoned in the place of 
its birth, under which Admiral Byng was 
shot to death, as Voltaire said, to encour- 
age the others.“ The same system under 
which Fits John Porter was unjustly con- 
demned, a woman was hanged, and Milligan 
escaped only because our federal Supreme 
Court staid the illegal sentence.)
